Still, there is room for more vitality and reality 
in these customary Comitia. We miss therecitation 
of the Greek and English poems which forms so re- 
markable a feature in the Oxford Universities. We 
might suggest, too, that annually a statement might 
be publicly made by the Registrar, as to the state of 
education within the walls, the triamphs won at 
public competitive examinations, and the progress of 
so great an institution. This is done, and with 
advantage too, at the annual meetings of the Queen's 
University. Our University has far more reason 
for pride: she can afford to look without envy upon 
the triumphs of other institutions wen she looks 
upon the magnificent array of those won by her own 
sons. There is in the management of the Univer- 
sity nothing to conceal, nothing to be ashamed of ; 
nay, on the contrary, there is every reason to be 
proud, not only of the changes which have taken 
place in the University, but of the spirit which ac- 
tuated them. It was with some feeling of disap- 
pointment, then, that we heard nothing of the Uni- 
versity from the University herself. And, yet, a 
most favourable opportunity was presented yesterday 
for inaugurating in some way worthy of its impor- 
tance the new epoch which has com nenced. Yester- 
day the successful candidates for gold medals were 
called before the Vice-Chancellor, and from him 
received what was at once the reward of past 
success and an omen of that success to come. But 
there was no mention made of the University 
Scholarships--two of which were granted two 
months since, and whose institution, unless we are 
very much deceived, will have a most important 
effect upon our University education. 


It may be said that to recount past progress and 
success does not befit the solemn dignity of an ancient 
University. But the age of “forms” is gone, and 
that of realities is rapidly coming upon the stage. 
No University can now, no more than any other 
body, rest complacently upon traditions of the past. 
As Mr. Disraeli said of England, the University 
belongs to the Old World and to the New. In mo- 
dern trials she has proved her power, and it is due 
not only to herself, but to those who are about to 
select their place of education, that the claims of the 
University of Dublin to pre-eminence above all rival 
institutions should be known. This would add life 
and interest to a scene otherwise a matter of forma- 
lities. It would afford a satisfactory test of progress 
achicved, and, doubtless, it would be no small source | 
of encouragement to con.petitors for position and 
competence in England or India to know that their | 
victories would be bonourably mentioned by their 
University, as well as due to her teaching

On Friday last the good ship Inkermann arrived at 
Blackwall from Calcutta with a remarkably fine body 
of troops on board. She will be followed by other ves- 
sels from the same port, similarly freighted, until in 
the end 8,000 or 10,000 seasoned soldiers will have been 
transferred from India to England. “No bad thing, 
either,” the reader will remark.

Morocco :— 
That the Spaniards have miscalculated their means 


a levy of 50 000 men, to take effect us early as next 
month; and their journals are compelled to moderate 
their triumphant language with the admission that dy- 
sentery and cholera have broken out in their African 
camp. A single levy of 50,000 involves a vast addition 
to a national army whose muscer-roll, when on a peace 
fuoting, had not in recent years exceeded 85,000 men;

equally implies the existence of an emergency which had 
not at the onset been foreseen. The Madrid Gazette 
anxiously endeavours to represent the Spanish losses in 
the successive encounters between the 19th and 25th 
of November at less then 1,000 men—with something

„Antiquar, described as “ a lie with a circumstance” — ' 
while it dies not attempt to rate the correspon ling loss | 
of the Moors at above 2,000. In the meantime, the en- 
gagements which the Spanish journals have represented 
as so honourable to their arms have not only failed to pre- 
vent the assumption ofa yet stronger defensive position 
be the Moors than that which they had held previously 

to these actions; but a telegram of the 3rd of December 
announces that the Moors were simultaneously taking 
the offensive witha small division. General Zabala, on 
the uther hand, had made a counter-movement towards 
Tetaan,but its support by only 4 battalions implies that it 
was nothing more than a reconnoissance. The Moors 
are also strengthened by the acclivity of the ground 
through which O'Donnell is directing the invasion, so 
that each position on which they fall back is necessarily 
stronger than the preceding one, and they have thusa 
straegtic motive in retreating, which gencrally forbids us 
to assign their retrograde movements todefeat. While 
these indecisive actions are being fought on the most 
northerly plains cf Morocco, the sick and wounded from 
the Spanish army are recrossing the Straits avd disem- 
barking again at Algesiras in large numbers. We as- 
sume, therefore, that Spain has sustained a check, and 
that the enemy and his climate are, ior the present at 
least. more than she can successfully cope with. 

The Spanish press evinces considerable anxiety to repre- 
sent the Moorish war in the light of an emincutly popular 
crusade, and is careful to publish the addresses to the 
Throne in sympathy with the policy of the Government. 
But, unless we are greatly mistaken, all these addresses 
spring directiy or indirectly from ecclesiastical in- 
fluences. The most recent of them took the shape of a 
round robin from the bishops and chapters of the king- 
dom. Every one will perceive the selfish interests which 
the Church of Spain associates with the continuanee of 
a war which revives the most cherished and most bigoted 
ecclesiastical traditions of Spanish medieval history, and 
which, by committing the hair nation toa foreign crusade 
tends to relax the gripe of sacrilegious reformers on what 
yet'survives ofsacerdotal privilege in Spain. The journals 
of Madrid write with equal confidencein the European 
sympathy with their cause, on the ground 
of the acceptance of commissions in the Spanish 
army by foreign officers.

BRITISH INTERESTS IN MEXICO. 
The following address, which has been signed by 
almost every firm trading with Mexico, has just been 
presented to Lord John Russell :— 
“ The undersigned merchants of the city of London 
being deeply interested in the trade between this coun- 
try and Mexico, beg to call your lordship’s attention to 
the very disagrecable position of those who are con- 
nected wi.h the trade of that country, believing your 
lordship may be able in some way to afford them re- 
lief from the pressure and difficulties they are encoun- 
tering. 
“For many years past the English have been en- 
couraged, in consequence of the policy adopted by the 
British Government, to increase their trade with 
Mexico. They have appointed agencies there, and have 
also invested considerable sums of money in mines and 
other industrial establishments. Thecivil war which is 
now unfortunately raging in that country has not only 
put a stop to alt business, but has prevented the English 
agents from sending home the money due to their em- 
ployers. These agents have also been put under very 
heavy contribations, and as they are the chief persons 
capable of paying taxes, the Mexican Government is not 
very scrupulous in levying new, as soon as they have 
been compelled to pay the old taxes. The inconveni- 
ence felt frem the impossibility of remitting home the 
money lying in Mexico is very great, and your lordship 
is respectfully requested to give our representa tives in- 
structions to concert with the English, as to the best 
way of improving their position and of protecting their 
property, and, it necessary, to consult and act wigh 
the representatives of other Powers in order to carry 
out their views. It is also very desirable that our 
Minister or representative should endeavour to obtain 
some change in the oppressive manner in which 
the Government raises money, and should protest against 
the arbitrary acts of the Government in imposing taxes 
which fall more heavily on foreigners than on Mexicans. 
And, lastly, that the party which is in office and in pos- 
session of the Government, and to whom the British 
Minister or representative is accredited, ought to be 
considered the Government de facto. Every Govern- 
ment, therefore, ought to respect the acts referring to 
British subjects, and the contracts made with them by 
a preceding Government to which our representative 
had been accredited.—London, Nov. 29, 1859.” 
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DEATH OF WASHINGTON IRVING. 

A brief sentence in the telegraphic summary of the 
American news tells us that the kindly, genial author 
of “Sleepy Hollow” has breathed his last. As he 
has lived in the world since 1783, death cannot be said 
to have visited him prematurely, and it is rather with 
a feeling of gentle melancholy that we hear he is no 
more, than with any poignant sorrow. His whole life 
has been so blameless, that for him death cannot have 
worn any terrible aspect, but, long expected, must al- 
most have been welcomed as the means of restoring 
him to the friends and relations who had been one by 
one called away before him. He has for so many years 
been living apart from all society, in his blooming re- 
treat on the banks of the beautiful Hudson, that the 
world, hurrying onwards, has almost forgotten that he 
once took an active part in it, and indeed for a short 
time shared, in a manner, in its government. 

He was born in New York, April, 3, 1783. His 
father, a respectable merchant, originally from Scotland, 
died while Washington was yet young, and his educa- 


whom had, without relinquishing active professional 
pursuits, gained considerable reputation for literary 
abilities. As his health did not permit any close appli- 
cation to business or study, he rambled about the pictu- 
resque island of Manhattan, gathering up those tradi- 
tions and receiving those impressions which Mr. Seth 
Handiside's crudite and conscientious lodger has made 
immortal. In 1802, as symptoms of pulmonary dis- 
sease betrayed themselves, it was resolved that in the 
following year he should visit the south of Europe. 
He accordingly sailed for Bordeaux, and travelled 
through the south of France. He then went by sea to 
Sicily ; thence over the St. Gothard, through Switzer- 
land to Paris, where he remained several months. He 
next went to Holland, whence he embarked for Eng- 
land, and, passing there a part of the autumn, he re- 
turned to New York in March, 1806, completely re- 
stored to health. He again resumed the study of the 
law, and was admitted to the barin November of that 
year, but never practised. Shortly afterwards he took 
the chief part in “ Salmagundi,” the first number of 
which appeared January, 1807, and the last in January, 
1808. In December the following year, he published his 
“ Knickerbocker’s History of New York.” In 1810, two 
of his brothers, who were engaged in commercial busi- 
ness, one being at the head of the establishment in 
America, and the otherin Liverpool, gave him an in- 
terest in the concern, with the understanding that he 
was not to enter into the duties and details of the busi- 
ness, but pursue his literary avocations. During the 
war with Great Britain in 1813-14 he edited the “ Ana- 
lectie Magazine,” and in the fall of the latter year joined 
the military staff of the governor of the State of New 
York, as aide-de-camp and military secretary, with the 
title of colonel. At the close of the war, May, 1815, he 
embarked for Liverpool, with the intention of making 
a second tour of Europe, but was prevented by the sud- 
den and great reverses which followed the return of peace, 
overwhelming, after a struggle of two or three 
years, in which Mr. Irving took an active part to 
avert the catastrophe, the house in which his brothers 
had given him an interest, and involving himself in 
its ruin. In 1818 he determined to employ his pen 
asa means of support, and commenced the series of 
papers entitled “ Sketch-book,” which was transmitted 
iecemeal from London, where he resided, to New 
fork for publication. Three or four numbers were 
thus produced, when finding that they attracted no- 
tice in England, he had them published in a volume, 
February, 1820, by Mr. John Miller. On his failure 
shortly afterwards, the work was transferred to Mr. 
Murray, witha second volume, published in July of 
that year. Mr. Murray had bought the copyright for 
£200, but its success far surpassing his expectations, he 
sent Mr. Irving, of his own accord, first £100, and, 
the sale stillincreasing, an additional £100. Aftera 
residence of five years in Eugland, Mr. Irving removed 
to Paris in August, 1820, and remained there until 
J — of the following year, when he returned to Eng- 
i and published his ‘‘ Bracebridge Hall,” in London 
and New York,in May, 1822. The follo winter 
he passed in Dresden ; to Paris 
and crossed to London in May, 1824, 
his “ Tales of a Traveller,” 
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opportunity presented, extemporised a society, to sustain 
strengthen their efforts in behalf of the “ Early Closing 
Movement ;” the particular object being gained, these men 
returned again to ordinary life, leaving the movement to 
take charge of itself. Again some new ity or danger 
draws afew more of its friends er, who, when the 
danger had passed, imitated their ecessors, by dissolvi 
their association. This unorganised state of things cou 
not last long without some detriment to the cause, inasmuch 
as its very deſencelessness left open an opportunity to some 
fot making antagonistic or retrograde movements, when none 
would have been left had an organised and protecting asso- 
ciation existed in the place. 

In the city of Dublin, strange to sav, these spasmodic 
efforts comprise the history of the “ Early Closing Move- 
ment;” but yet, we are happy to say, it has met with much 
favour, especially in the large drapery establishments. The 
ſrieuds of the movement must ever gratefully remember the 
assistance they received from the heads of those influential 
establishments, whose general cordiality and unanimity re 
moved much of the difficulty of the undertaking; indeed, 
until lately, so much has this been the case, that the neces- 
sity of a permanent institution was scarcely felt by any, and 
the only drawback to the cause was, the difficulty and delay 
of providing deputations for particular occasions. Lately, 
however, as we have hinted, circumstances have occurred 
which rendered the establishment of an Early Closing As- 
sociation” necessary, for maintaining and advancing the in- 
tererts of the movement, in connexion with the drapery 
body. Other bodies of commercial men have participated 
in the benefit arising fiom the observance of reasonable 
hours. We are happy to see the advances which the grocery 
and ironmongery establishments have made in this respect, 
and the society which the assistant apothecaries are satis- 
factorily working for the extension of the privilege amongst 
themselves. 

To that particular cause which led to our organisation as 
the “ Drapers’ Early Ciosing Association” we shall not now 
advert, as it will follow in due course; suffice it to say, that 
at one of those imperative reunions to which we have allh- 
ded, it was thought advisable to form a permanent associa- 
tion, Accordingly, on the 16th September last, after much 
deliberation amongst the delegates from the drapery body. 
certain rules were adopted for the guidance of the Association. 

The association being thus organised, with its office- 
bearers and regulations found itself called upon to carry 
forward certain plans originated by a general committee 
which existed prior te, and had resolved itself into, the 
Early Closing Association.” 

In giving areport of the progress of your Association, 
vour committee feel it necessary to state briefly the origin of 
the committee referred to, and the business is bequeathed to 
your association. 

On the 28th July, 1855, the subjoined advertisement ap- 
peared in the morning papers :—

“ The Early Closing Association beg to thank the above 
firms, for their liberality in thus further abridging the ho urs 
of business; and they earnestly call on the public to make 
theirpurchases earlier, and thereby aid the above move- 
ment, which confers so great a boop on a large class of 
the community.

This gain to the Early Closing Movement,” with others 
which had preceded it, was not without its beneficial effect 
upon the social condition of the assistant drapers. During 
the prevalence of the late-hour system, many complaints might 
have been heard of its evil effects upon the health and morals 
of that body; but under the short existence of the Early 
Closing Movement,” a different tale may with truth be told. 
Every advance that has yet been made towards a reasonable 
set of business hours carried with it influences pregnant with 
physical, moral, and intellectual improvement. ‘These in- 
fluences, ripening towards maturity (and lung we trust to con- 
tinue), have raised assictant drapers to a social tus not the 
least below the most respectable commercial body of men in 
the kingdom. ‘The advantageous arrangement we have just 
given was observed unanimously throughout the remainder 
of the years 1855, 1856, 1857, 1858, and the Spring season of 
1859, having thus passed through eight successive seasons. 
But when that which was introduced as an experiment had, 
in the eyes of all, passed into a lasting regulation, and the 
members of our trade never expected a retrogression, to their 
surprise and alarm Messrs. Cannock, White, & Co., instead of 
closing on the first of last August at 6 o'clock, kept open one 
hour later, and persevered in this course throughout the first 
half of the month. The feeling of alarm was very just which 
we have said followed this act of retrogression, for though it 
was but a very slight deflection from authorised custom, yet 
it was @bvious to all that without unanimity amongst the 
large proprietors no guarantee could exist against a sad re- 
turn to the evils of former years. 

A deputation was formed by the assistant drapers to wait 
upon Messrs. Cannock, White, & Co., in the hope of prevent- 
ing the breaking up of those friendly relations, and of re- 
storing the breich thus unfortunately made in the hours of 
business.

Gentlemen, we are ready to admit that 
there are some sacrifices on the part of the r ers by 
early closing, on the principle thatto close at all, for any 
term, would be so; however, we say that the Early Closing 
Movement’ has not injured the monster d y trade in 
this city, and that those houses which engaged in its ob- 
servance have eularged and proepered. But, after all, it was 
an experiment. Now, gentlemen, surely this is not a tena- 
ble plea at the present time, seeing that four years have 
elapsed since the commencement of the trial. Granted it was 
an experiment—has not its practice for seven seasons proved 
its success, and caused it to pass into an established 
custom? You have not stated that as an experiment it has 
failed. From the many signs we see of your prosperity we 
are sure it has not, and there is no reason to believe it will be 
less successful in the future. 

“ Lastly—for peace sake, we beseech you to preserve peace. 
However unwilling we may be, we shall be obliged to bring 
the matter before the public, and-obtain their verdict thereon 
— Again waiting your reply.— We are, = &c., &c.”. 

This letter, which it was h would induce the firm it 
addressed to give up that trifle for which they would sacri- 
fice the future comfort of hundreds, met with the following 
curt rejoinder :'— : 

“Sir,—In reply to yours of the 19th instant, we can only 
refer to ours of the 12th inst. Our minds are fully made up 
on the matter; and, as to your threat of appealing to the 
public, you are, of course, at perfect liberty to take what 
steps you think proper.—We are, sir, yours respectfully, 

: “Cannock, WurrE & Co.” 

During the time taken up with these communications, a 
circumstance took place which proved that the apprehension 
of a return to old and long hours as a result of the course 
pursued by Messrs. Cannock, White, and Co. was not alto- 
gether groundless. The second or third night that Messrs. 
Cannock, Wh.te, and Co. kept their warehouse open beyond the 
expected time, another firm followed their example. A depu- 
tation from the “Early Closing Association” waited up n 
them, to solicit their aid in 
the last four years. In hed á they were told that these 


hours were perfectly satisfactory, but as the large house of 


Messrs. Cannock, White, and Co. had their warehouse 
open one hour later than was expected, they were obliged 
to do the same in self-defence. If, however, a general ar- 
rangement were adopted, they would be perfectly willing to 
abide by it; but for the present it was their intention to keep 
open the additional hour throughout the entire month of 
August. Here, then, was enough to make the hopes and 
fears of all start up alarmed. If employers would take this 
opportunity to lengthen the hours of business, no hope could 
be entertamed of preserving any general hour of closing—an 
arrangement ofthe greatest comfort and importance. But 
thanks to the forbearance of all the remaining large houses, 
this hope. irstead of being destroyed, was greatly strengthened, 
inasmuch as they, notwithstanding the loss they were liable 
to sustain, continued to shut their warehouses at 6 o'clock.

A mere trifle, certainly. What can that gain be to them? 
And yet, as if it were their entire dependence, they would 
bring back upon upwards of 1,200 assistants, the hardships 
and evils of the late-hour syatem. 

Before closing this report, your committee would take this 
opportunity of announcing it to be their intention to bring 
that numerous class of small but thriving drapery houses 
into an uniform and earlier hour of closing; as much good 
will result, if this be done, to employers and employed, by 
giving time for improvement and recreation, whereas, under 
the present hours, both are greatly prevented. 

In conclusion, we hope that you will continue to give your 
committee that support which, up to the present time has 
been so liberally accorded. Remember that its object is 
importaut, its mode of operation honourable, and its claims 
ust.
